(“‘IVILIAN pilots of airplanes must

4 obtain a license from the Joint
Army amd Navy Board of Asronautic
Cognizanee in Washington before
they can operate mircraft. This was
announced in a statement issued hy
the board yesterday.

The announecement states there is
no way of adequately providing for
public safety if airplanes fly at low
altitudes over cities or large agsem-
blages of people. A heavy penalty is
attached to violations of the regula-
tions requiring licenses.

“During the parade of the 27th
Division in New York City,” the
statement says, “a flying boat, piloted
by an unlicensed civilian, flew up
